If it shoukl ex- 
ceed ISOO, the candidate nominated 
shall forfeit his title to the office, and 
be fined not leas ttuin tlOO nor more 
than ai^OOO. And any corporation 
that contributes to the campaign of 
any oandidiOe Is subject to a fine of 
•1,000.

Big Decline in Wheal. 

Chicago, May 31.— July wheat to- 
day went under |2 a bushel and touch- 
ed $l.9J, which is 89 cents lower than 
the price which immediately preced- 
ed restrictive regulations by the 
Board of Trade here two weeks ago. 

Flour prices have, to a large extent, 
followed the lead of wheat. Xo agi- 
tation has developed among bakers to 
reduce bread prices, however. At the 
top of the market the 6 cent loaf was 
advanced to 10 ceats, and the l.vcent 
loaf made its appearance. This was 
attributed laqiely to the advance of 
wheat and flour. 

Good crops reports from Texas and 
Oklalioma were influential in the de- 
cline of wheat.

Washington, May 30.— Reduction of 
the present high prices the consumer 
pays for food, it was announced Tues- 
tlay, will be one of the lirst aims of 
the new food administration, whicli 
will be created with Herbert C. Hoov- 
er at its head as soon as Congress pass- 
es the Governments food control legis 
lation. 

This will be undertaken by cutting' 
down the margin between producer 
and consumer through a system of ex- 
ecutives under the central adminis- 
tration, each to study means of short- 
ening the speculative chain iltat han- 
dles a particular commodity. The 
first staples to be studied probably 
will* be grain, flour, meat and sugar. 

Stability of prices Mr. Hoover be- 
lieves, is vital to the successful lower- 
ing of costs to the consumer, lx>th here 
and abroad. The executives will have 
under them boards, on which will be 
represented producer, middleman and 
consumer. I'heir efforts will be in 
the direction of modiOcation of pres- 
ent trade methods and the stimula- 
tion of -production. 

The systrm of executive boards will 
be one of several divisions into which 
the admanistration will be divided. 
One duty of the executives will t>e to 
advise on allied purchasing, which Mr. 
Hoover and the Government ofHcials 
hope will be removed from a compet- 
itive basis when the Allies have es- 
tablished permanent buying commis- 
sions here. These commissions are to 
agree on ti^ir minimum food needs 
for presentation to a central buying 
commissioner, who in turn will deal 
directly with the An«rlean food ad- 
Mini^tration. 

The food adminiatration through 
its commodity executives will ascer- 
tain just what the country can spare 
in food staples and this will be lial- 
anced off against tha allied demands. 
If stocks available for export do not 
reach tlie allied requirements the al- 
lied oommiasionerB wiy aettla among 
themselves their opportionment.

Thdre is a very simple way to 
mt;et a German "peace drive"

While it is univei-sally recog- 
nized that the secret of good 
roads is chiefly one of mainte- 
nance, opinion is more generally 
divided regarding the details of 
maintenance plana to be followed 
to eeeore the beat reanlta. 

Broadly epeakiny all mainte- 
naaee work ia done nnder one of 
two syatema, the intermittent or 
the continuous system of main- 
tenance. Under the intermit- 
tent system an attempt is made 
to do all the work at cue time, 
and that a very short time, dur- 
ing one or two stated periods of 
the year. Under this system 
the roads are allowed to deter- 
i<Nfate and shift for Uwmaelves 
betwe^the periods of repair. 
Road defeets, when thej beghi 
to appear, are gMNiUy accelerate 
ed by the act^ of traffic nnleaa 
immediately repaired. Neglect 
of repair seriooaly impairs the 
efliciency of the road and de- 
tracts from the pleasure of us- 
ing the road. This has led to 
the adoption of the continuous 
system of maintenance rather 
than the intermittent system in 
all up-to-<iate <|ommunities where 
road officials endeavmr to con- 
serve the eonminni^ investment 
in roads. 

The eoathuioaa ayetem of 
maintenanee in addifeioo to re- 
pairing all defeeta aa they ap- 
pear, goes a step further and 
endeavors hy well directed and 
intelligent effort to prevent the 
formation of defects. This has 
given rise to the now familiar 
patrol system, the essential re- 
quirements as indicated by the 
name, being to watch over, in- 
spect and repair. It is just as 
necessary to inspect a public 
road at d^intte mtenrda aaitis 
to faMpeet railroada. Omtfaraoos 
inapeetion and maintaBaaee has 
longbem recognized at eaaen- 
tialbyall railroads. 

The baaie vaqoirenMot to pa- 
trol ayatam sneeeas is the con- 
tinuous emplopment of a patrol - 
man whose experience and inter- 
est is primarily in road work; 
and the centralization of author- 
ity over such patrolmen in a com- 
petent engineer or ofliciai who is 
able to plan with confidence sys^ 
tematic improvementa Which 
sometiniea moat -wait for suo-

In the pradieil appUeatkm of 
the patrol ayvtem, each patrol* 
man is iaa^ed to a section of 
the road varying in length from 
4 to 8 milee, depending upon the 



nature of the country and the 
type of road surface. Each pa- 
trolman is required to provide 
himself with the following outfit; 
a single house and dump^ cart 
and riievel, pick, hoe, rake, 
atone hook, aze, iron bar. iron 
chain and tamp. Special toola 
and imidementa are provided by 
the state or eoonty offieiala when 
required. 

Each patnriman gives his con- 
stant attention to the mainte- 
nance of his section and patrols 
it every day, rain or shine. The 
patrolman is responsible for the 
entire section in his charge. 

The patrolmen keep all cul- 
verts, ditches and waterways 
open and free from obstructions, 
all loose stone and rubbish re- 
moved from the road, guard safe 
and painted, bniah and. vegeta- 
blee growth ent hem beaide the 
roadaad on the inaide ofLall 
curvea and repair all defects as 
they aecnr. Espedal attention 
is given to promptly removing 
all glass bottles and broken glass 
from the roadway and to immed- 
iately repairing any washouts 
occasioned by unusually heavy 
rains. 

Patrolmen arp expected to 
keep their section in proper con- 
dition at all times throughout 
the season. Emergency work ia 
dmne nights or Snndaya when 
necessary and ia paid for extra. 

Patrolmen are required to re- 
port thair time' to the proper 
State or county offieialB and to 
obtain reqniaitiooa from -theoe 
offidalaforthe purchaae of all 
supplies and materials. Instruc- 
tions, suggestions and adviae are 
given the patrolmen by a compe- 
tent maintenance foreman or 
engineer. 

Each patrohnan is expected to 
make a study of his section of 
the road so that he will know the 
weak and bad places. Contin- 
uous employment and the exer- 
dee of good judgment In repair- 
ing such places will then greatly 
add to the ease with which., the 
road can be maintained. 

The price of good roads is eter- 
nal vigilance in maintenance. 
The maintenanod must not only 
be continuous, but intelligent, 
systematically planned and well 
administered. The patrol sys- 
tem has more nearly fulfilled 
thoee r a qn ire m ents than any oth- 
er ayetem attempted. *
